At the heart of Ferry County's medical problems is a 

term, one not too we>ll defined- “medically indigent. " 

Don’t turn to the dictionary you won't find « satisfactory 
answer there Circumstances make the term confusion. Actual- 
ly, It’s a term that needs defining in Perry County. 

For example: 

1. A family can from outward appearances be living In com- 
fort — but still be medically Indigent. 

2 They can own a car, not a late model, and be medically 
Indigent. 

3 Their home may be loaded with an array of modem ap- 
pliances But. still they are medically Indigent Time payments 
explain the appliances. 

And then they there are the “medically indigent" who have 
money, but when It comes to paying hospital and doctor bills 
are "broke." There’s the woman the county health department 
sent to Ijouisvillo for treatment at the county’s expense When 
she got down there a nurse discovered $900 in cash on her As 
circumstances later revealed, she wasn’t among the medically 
indigent But neither, to her way of thinking, was she should 
she have to pay for hospital treatment. 

“The county has a health department— let them pay my 
bill" 

Who then are the medically indigent? 



Basclally, they are persons, families whose incomes allow 
for nothing more than food, housing and clothing. They have 
no money for hospital or doctor bills. Thus, a man earning $100 
a week, but supporting a large family and parents or relatives, 
may be wholly or partkally medically indigent. 

Estimates as to Perry County’s medically indigent load 
vary. One man interviewed placed the figure at least 37 per- 
cent of the county’s population. Other figures range upward 
as high as 75 percent 

This would mean that approximately 14.000 Perry Coun- 
tians are either wholly or partially medically Indigent. When 
county-wide economic conditions are poor, the figure becomes 
higher . 

The figure would be even greater were it not for the Unit- 
ed Mine Worker’s Hospital fund, which takes off the hack of 
taxpayers any number of countians who would otherwise be clas- 
sified as medically indigent. 

They are not medically indigent because the fund insures 
them of their hospital care One spokesman for the fund es 
timated that approximately 70 percent of the beneficiaries are 
a some time or another financially in the category of the medi- 
cally indigent. . 

Because of the fund, a beneficiaries hospital and doctor 

bill is paid in full. . , . 

The medically indigent problem, here and elsewher e, is 



provided some solution by the doctors themselves 

Most members of the medical profession have long recog 
nized that not everyone can pay at the same rate for medical 
sendees any more than everyone who buys * car can afford the 
a Cadillac, Imperial, or Lincoln. 

Thus, the tendency among a great many doctors to charge 
"what the traffic will bare," a humanitarian policy more often 
contested by those who can afford medical care than by those 
who cannot. 

In Perry County, one doctor has a medically indigent load 
of around 40 percent. In other words, 40 percent of the pa- 
tients he sees do not pay at all or pay only a portion of their

This makes three influences at work in the county to care 

for the medically indigent the doctors themselves, the UMW 

hospital, and the Mt Mary and Homeplace hospitals. 

In the cose of the Mt Mery, as wu pointed out last week, 
the present charity load, according to he auditors; is heavy. 
They wrote; 

"The amount of free service provided by the hospital is a 
substantial amount, and it is extremely doubtful that any ho^ 
pital could survive such a drain on its annual revenue* 

Later, the auditors commented; 

“The greatest field of improvement will undoubtedly be in 
the reduction of free service." 

Free service means medically indigent. And it this case, 
it refers to medically-indigent Perry Countians who are not 
covered by any hospital plans or benefiting from the care pro- 
vided by the U.M W.'s hospital fund. 

Who are these medically indigent? In rare. case*, they are 
the woman with the $90<C a parasite on society A good many 
are people on welfare roles, or on social security- people with- 
out funds to pay for hospital bills, for doctor care. Some of them 
have children who could care for them — but don’t. 

But they are human beings who do get sick, must use a 
hospital and have a doctor.
